Washington June 20.—By a vote of 
51 to 22, the senate this afternoon 
i rejected a motion by Senator tNaish,

Forty-three Republicans and eight 
[Democrats voted for Watson’s mo- 
' tion. 
Twenty Democrats and two 
Republicans voted against it. 


Washington, 
June 20.—Adminis­ 
tration leaders professed complete 
confidence today in their ability to 
hold enough Republican senators in 
line to prevent the adoption of a 
motion to displace the tariff for the 
soldiers’ bonus in the senate. 
Such a motion was expected to bob 
up during the week but even th* 
staunchest bonus advocates admitted 
it was hardly likely to command a 
majority vote in view of President 
Harding’s expressed 
opposition 
to 
the tariff being sidetracked. 
The tariff would be kept before 
the senate, it was predicted, although 
there was no foretelling when it 
would be passed and the bonus given 
the legislative right of way, in ac­ 
cordance with the resolution adopted 
by twenty sevea of the sixty Repub­ 
lican senators in secret conference- 
While the resolution was not bind­ 
ing upon the Republican majority 
and opposition, to it was divided be­ 
tween Republican senators opposed 
to or favoring the bonus, the admin, 
istration spokesmen claimed to have 
the situation so well in hand as to 
prevent the 
president’s 
desire 
to 
have consideration of the tariff con­ 
tinue uninterrupted from being over 
ridden. 
But a number of Democratic sen­ 
ators declare they proposed to force

It was announced that the Repub­ 
licans suporting the president would 
be given ample opportunity to re­ 
ject repeatedly a motion to take up 
the bonus before the tariff is finally 
disposed of. 
“If the Republican side,’’ said Sen­ 
ator Lenroot, Republican of Wiscon­ 
sin, ‘shall adhere to the position 
that the bonus bill shall pass at 
this sessio#n, which it has declared 
as its policy, then I am willing to 
be guided by the action of the ma­ 
jority as to the time it shall be taken 
up. 
Unless we can have that assur­ 
ance, however, I should vote to tak^ 
the bill up now. 
‘The bill will be voted upon, in 
my Judgment and will be passed at 
this session. 
That is a prediction I 
have mad© repeatedly, and which 
I am willing to stand by.’’

kiling the weeds before they get a 
start, plant food and moisture are 
saved for the plants you want to 
thrive in the garden. 
The cultivation or hoeing of a gar­ 
den should be shallow, and may be 
accomplished rapidly and easily with 
good tools- The ordinary hoe is a 
back-breaking 
instrument, but the 
scuffle hoe or a wheel hoe is a very 
effective 
means 
of 
maintaing 
a 
loose surface soil. 
A loose layer of soil one inch deep 
over the garden acts in the same way i 
as a stone or piece of board allowed | 
to lie on the ground. 
Perhaps you 
have noticed that it is damp under 
a stone or board lying flat on the 
ground. This is because the stone or 
board prevents the moisture 
from 
evaporating into the air.

Dr. Alfred Sze, Chinese Minister to this country, looks with 
optimism upon the unification of the Chinese Republic

interview in New York, Lr. Sze said that at no time in many 
years had the future oJ China seemed go bright. 
Asked if the

and a pinch of snit; add two slightly

milk, and cook lo minutes in the top 
of a double boiler, stirring constantly. 
Cool and flavor with one teaspoon of 
vanilla. 
W ashington Pie: Mix and bake the 
sam e as Cream Pie, but put raspber­ 
ry jelly or Jam between the 
layers 
instead of the Cream Filling. Sprink­ 
le top with powdered sugar. 
A Friend: “J have no regular steam ­ 
er, how can I steam clams at home?” 
Answer: 
Buy the clams 
in 
tho 
shell, alive. 
Wash them, scrubbing 
with a brush and changing the w ater 
several times- 
Put 
them in a pail 
which has a tight-fitting cover, add­ 
ing one-half cup of hot water to four 
quarts of clams. Now put on the pail 
cover, tying it on by winding string 
around the can from top to bottom, 
and sink this pail in a large pot in 
which is enough rapidly-boiling w ater 
to rise almost to the top of the pail. 
The clams must be steamed till their 
shells partly open (after an 
hour, 
remove cover from pail and 
look at 
the clams, putting covered pail back 
into the boiling water, if the shells 
are not opened.) 
Serve with melted 
blitter in individual 
dishes.
